These are universal facts, but the ap- 
plications of these tables depend upon 
the kind of civilization in which one 
may happen to be born. These appli- 
cations a-e therefore conventiora1. 
Teachers must be careful that pupils 
get mental cone'ption of the object or 
figure considered. This r quires pupi s 
to visual z:. VisuaTziDg is the second 
power to be developed. When this is 
done prcperly pupils will not give the 
startling results sometimes given. The 
third power exercised is reasoning 
This comes into the work incidentally 
in connection with the other processes 
This talk was numerously illustrated 
with problems which the teachers solv- 
ed, giving many good 
suggestions 


which may be helpful in the school 
room. 


A vigorous mus'cil drill followed. 


The next speaker was Prof. Dsatrick; 
subject, "Culture Epochs." Brain areas 
develop in a certain order. Every 
psrtion of the nervous system has the 
element of memory. The sensory area 
of the brain is developed first. If we 
foice the development of a certain 
mental power before the proper time, 
the conseqiences will be awful to con- 
template But if we do not develop 
the powers at the nascent period the 
brain cells become hardened and it is 
oaly by the greatest effort that any 
progress can be made. This is a law 
of mind which ii immutable and can 
never be mod'fiid. It is possible to 
develop certain bram areas at the ex- 
pense of others. The periods overlap 
each other, but there are certain peri- 
ods in which each predominates. When 
teachers comprehend the 
difficulty

The high protection element holds the 
balance ol power and that it will use 
its advantage to still lurther the inter- 
ests ol the-millionaires who always con- 
tribute so liberally to the campaign 
coffers ol the "grand old party" goes 
without saying. The Republican ma- 
chine started its crusade belore con- 
gress convened—members of that body 
who came Irom the west with tariff 
reform ideas uppermost in their minds 
were taken in hand and speedily unde- 
ceived as to the complexion ol their 
views. 
In speaking ol the policy 


which will probably be pursued by 
the Republicans a well known Wash- 
ington correspondent says that the only 
cloud on the protectionists' horizon 
is sugar. "The sugar trust wants fret 
raw sugar and I understand that Mr. 
Eavemeyer has announced that Cuban 
sugar will be admitted Iree. This and 
similar rumors will not down and they 
almost cause hysterics among some 
ol the eastern protection interests 
There is not perfect harmony on the 
Republican side, however. The Reform 
Club ol New York has been unkind 
enough to submit to the president a 
document in which it is shown thai 
the Hanna-Frye ship subsidy bill, if it 
had passed the last congress, would 
have converted practically two-fifths 
ol the entire subsidy into the coffers 
olthe International Navigation coa- 
pany and most ol the balance would 
have been paid to three other compa- 
nies. 
Not only is this an argument 


against the ship subsidy bill as it was 
submitted to the last congress but it 
has shaker the laith of the president 
and ol a good many ol the members of 
congress in the absolute disinterested- 
ness ol the promoters ol the bill. The 
bill has proven a dead load Irom its 
inception. Never has it been possible 
by the most specious arguments to 
aronse any enthusiasm in regard to it 
among the people, and the representa- 
tives who will have to go to the people 
lor re-election are protesting against 
the party lash which is being used to 
make them rote lor the obnoxious

gress to take effective measures lor 
the "Prevention ol Presidential Assas- 
sinations." General Wallace does not 
think that congress can do much to that 
end under the Constitution as it stands. 
It can make an annual appropriation of 
money to enable the president to main- 
tain a secret service to look alter his 
salety. It can reform the regulations 
governing the admission ol emigrants 
into the United States. Bat the most 
important steps congress could take 
would be to set in motion an amend- 
ment ol the Constitutional 
defini- 


tion ol treason against the United 
States. 
Nihilism and anarchy were 


unknown 
t • the Iramers ol the 


Constitution and it might be advisable 
therefore, to expand the constitutional 
definition ol treason so that it may in- 
clude the special conspiracies and 
crimes lor which these modern ene- 
mies ol law and order are responsible. 
General Wallace offers a suggestion 
as to the form which such an amend- 
ment might take: 


"Treason against the United States 


shall consist: 


"1. In levying war against them, or 


in adhering to their enemies, giving 
them aid and comfort. 


"3. In lelonionsly taking or at- 


tempting to take the life ol the presi 
dent olthe United States, or ol the 
acting president. 


"3. Agitation, conspiracy, or organ- 


ization to subvert the government of 
the United States, or to hinder or oh 
struct its operation shall be treasona- 
ble; and lor the suppression ol such 
acts the congress shall have power to 
do whatever it m»y judge requisite. 


"In the first and third cases congress 


may declare the punishment; in the 
second case the punishment shall be 
death. 


"In the first case, no person shall be 


convicted ol treason unless upon the 
testimony cl two witnesses to the same 
overt act, or on confession in open 
court. 


"No attainder ol treason shall work 


corruption cl blood or forfeiture ex- 
cept during the life ol the person at 
tainted."

James A, Beaver, Republican, had 42,- 
651 plurality over Black, Democrat, 
other candidates polling 37,293 votes. 
In 1S90, when 
Governor Pattison 


was re-elected, 
his plurality over 


Delamater, Republican, was 
16,554, 


and other candidates polled 16,332, 
so that Pattison had an actual major- 
ity ol 22S votes. Four years later 
Daniel H. Hastings, Republican, had 
241,397 plurality over Singerly, Demo- 
crat, and a great majority over all can- 
didates. In 189S Gavernor Stone, Repub- 
lican, had 117,906 plurality over Jenks, 
Democrat, while Swallow, who had 
five nrininations, polled 138,931 votes, 
and other candidates polled 4,310 votes. 
On the total vote Stone failed of an ab- 
solute majority by 19,325. 
Swallow's 


vote represented opposition to Stone, 
the machine candidate,fully as much as 
did the vote cast lor Jenks,and it came 


.ainly Irom independent Republicans. 


In the November election ol 1901 the 
Republican state ticket was elected by 
the vote of Philadelphia and Allegheny, 
and it is the conviction of intelligent 
observers that the Republican plural- 
ity would have been overcome had 
there been an honest election in this 
city.

The dally tub of lukewarm water 
Is necessary for the well being of a 
fern ball kept in the dry air of a living 
room, and care should be taken to se- 
cure it a place where it will have plen- 
ty of light, but little or no sunshine.

POOL TABLE POCKETS. 


Th«7 Arc Made For the Moat Part In 


Farmem* HouMeN. 


"An odd occupation, surely," said a 


man acquainted with the business, "is 
that of knitting pool table pockets. A 
few persons find steady employment at 
it, but the greater number of those en- 
gaged In It take it up incidentally to 
«ome other employment. 


"Of all the pool pockets used the lar- 


gest proportion is made in farmhouses 
by farmers' wives and daughters. The 
women who do this work are mostly 
Germans and Swedes. 


"Pool table pockets are all hand- 


made. The largest producer of pool 
pockets is a concern in New York that 
employs at this work about thirty fam- 
ilies, these mostly residing on Long Is- 
land. The bundles of material for the 
several families thus employed are 
made up in the shop and delivered to 
them, the finished pockets being at the 
same time collected. 


"The knitting is done with a needle 


twenty inches in length, and the pock- 
ets are knitted with a peculiar knot 
that will not pull out. Ton might cut 
a hole in a pocket with a knife, but the 
hole would go no farther. As the pock- 
et Is knitted it will not pull or draw 
apart 


"Pool pockets are made of cotton, of 


wool and of silk. The first are sold for 
$1.25 or thereabouts a dozen. Silt 
pockets sell for about $10 a dozen. 


"I should say that of all the pockets 


made perhaps half are of cotton, three- 
eighths of wool and one-eighth of silk. 
The pockets are most commonly green, 
but they are made In other colors as 
well—in maroon, for example, and In 
yellow and in blue for tables with 
cloths in those colors. 


"Output? 
Well, the production of 


tbern is somewhat scattered. 1 should 
say that it might amount annually to 
about 10,000 dozen, valued on an aver- 
age, roughly estimated, at ,$4 a dozen, 
making the total value of the output 
somewhere about $40,000."—New York 
Sun.

It is one of those survivors 
which tell ns of extinct groups of 
whose past existence we would other- 
wise have remained forever ignorant. 
These, the only species of four footed 
birds, inhabit the island of Maraj'o in 
the lower Amazon. It is only during 
Infancy that this remarkable feature 
of these birds Is seen, the two fore feet 
appearing early In the development of 
the embryo and continuing perfectly 
formed for several days after hatch- 
Ing, wben they are gradually shed. It is 
also known as the hoactzin or evil 
smelling bird, the flesh having an na- 
ploasant odor, making it unpalatable 
to both man and carnivorous animals, 
which is probably one cause of its sur- 
vival.

Early Christian Days, 


WHEN 
FIRST 
ADOPTED 


They S*«m to Have Been Utilized JSolely as 


Sun Protectors - One^ AD Attribute of 


Olgnlty. 


In the early Christian churches a 


large umbrella u.-n.illy hung over the 
priest, and it is said that from this 
custom it became one of the attributes 
of cardinals appointed from basilican 
churches. For years the doges of 
Venice carried umbrellas of state, *JM! 
in 12S8 Pope Alexander III. declarea 
that these should be surmounted by 
golden statuettes of the annunciation. 


Michael Morosiui was t!-e first Vene- 


tian layman to carry an umbrella, 
which consisted of a small, flat square 
of green stuff, over which was a cop- 
per spiral. Soon after the umbrella 
was adopted by fashionable Venetian 
dames. According to Coryat's "Crudi- 
ties" (1611). the Italian umbrella was 
a small canopy and was made of leath- 
er extended by a series of wooden 
hoops. He says umbrellas were used 
by horsemen, who, resting the handles 
on the thigh as they rode, bore them 
so that they should "minister shadow 
unto them for shelter against the 
scorching sun." 


In the Harleian manuscripts, now In 


the British museum, there is in manu- 
script >"o. G08 a crude illustration 
showing the figure of a yoeman hold- 
Ing an umbrella over his lord, which 
leads me to infer that umbrellas were 
known in England even in the early 
Anglo-Saxon period. 


Beck, as quoted in the Draper's Dic- 


tionary, asserts that at the time that 
Stephen usurped the crown of England 
(twelfth century) umbrellas were in 
common use among the English. Tbe 
first mention of tr-e umbrella in Eng- 
lish literature Is in Florio's "World of 
Wonders" (IMS), where it is described 
is a "kind of round fan or shadowing 
that they use to ride with in summer 
in Italy; a little shade." 


In 1656 an umbrella was exhibited in 


the "Museum Tradescantianum; or, 
Collection of Rarities Preserved 
at 


South Lambeth. Near London, by John 
Tradescant." which was known as 
"one of tbe wonders of the ark." 


In the church of Cartmell. In Lanca- 


shire, England, there was preserved 
until a few years ago an umbrella said 
to be over 300 years old, which was 
used chiefly to protect the host. 


References to the umbrella are to be 


found also in Blount's "Glossographia" 
(1674) and Phillips' "Xcw \Vorlde of 
Words" (1G7S). In the first the refer- 
ence reads: "Cmbrello. a fashion of 
round and broad fans, wherewith the 
Indians (and from them our great ones) 
preserve themselves from the heat of 
tbe sun, and hence any little shadow, 
fan or other thing wherewith tbe wom- 
en guard their faces from the sun." 
The second runs: "Umbrello. a screen 
against the sun's beat, used chiefly by 
the Spaniards, among whom it is known 
by tbe name quitasole." 


Tbe imaginative Dean Swift in the 


"Tale of a Tub" (1090) depicts Jack, an 
ever resourceful type, making use of a 
parchment copy of his father's will as 
a nightcap when he went to bed and as 
an umbrella in rainy weather. 
Did 


the worthy Hanway take his cue from 
this or from Kersey, according to whom 
the umbrella was a "broad fan or 
screen commonly used by women to 
shelter them from rain 5" The last ref- 
erence, made In 1709, is the first men- 
tion of it as a protector from the rain. 
Later Bailey, who is bis dictionary 
(1737) called it a parasol, defined, it as 
"a sort of small canopy to keep off the 
rain." 


Small, light umbrellas came Into 


fashion among the ladies of the French 
court in 1675, and these were carried 
by attendants. Richelet tells us that 
they were made of oilcloth or leather 
and had ribs of whalebone. A century 
later they found favor with the men, 
who carried red umbrellas, with edges 
fringed with gold lace. 


The precise date when Jonas Han- 


way, who died in 17SG. introduced the 
umbrella into England is not recorded 
in any of the encyclopedias I have at 
hand, but they all state that he was 
popularly known as its introducer. 


With tbe Dutch, as with the Indian 


grandees, tbe umbrella was first an at- 
tribute of dignity, and well it might 
be, for the prices paid for them at Tbe 
Hague in 1650 ranged from $75 to $120 
each. The Dutch colonists who settled 
at the Cape of Good Hope were not 
slow to Insist on preserving the dignity 
of tie umbrella, for Ryk van Tulbagh, 
governor of Cape Colony in 1752, en- 
acted that "Xo one less in rank than 
a Junior merchant or those among the 
citizens of equal rank, and the wives 
and daughters only of those who are or 
have been members of any council 
shall venture to use umbrellas, and 
those who are less in rank than mer- 
chants shall not enter the castle in fine 
weather with an open umbrella."— 
Frank H. Vizetelly in New York 
Times.

Bees' Venom For Rhenmntimn. 
Dr. Tore, a medical man of much re- 


pute in Vienna, advocates ns an effec- 
tive remedy for rheumatism the satu- 
rating of the patient's body with the 
venom of bees. Fur the purpose he ex- 
tracts the venom, treasuring it up in 
quantity and applying it artificially in 
the way of punctures. lie founds this 
treatment on his discovery that rheu- 
matic patients do not suffer from a 
bee's sting to anj thing like the same 
degree as other people. lie found that 
the tumefaction or swelling that fol- 
lows the stinging of a bee docs not ap- 
pear In the rheumatic patient -unless 
he has been stung several times, while 
in some cases the stinging is hardly 
felt. When the patient suffers himself 
to be stung repeatedly, his immunity 
against the poison of the bee becomes 
complete, and he feels uo pain whatso- 
ever. What is more, lie gets cured of 
his rheumatism.—London Giuue.
